In conse- 
quence of her so doing she was stripped 
and flogged in the presence of all the men in 
the prison. Fearing a renewal of her humill- 
ation and suffering she committed suicide 
taking poison. The ietter says that sev 
other female prisoners, apprebending similiar 
treatment have killed themselves. n hear- 
ing ofthese occurrences the maie convicts 
confined at Kara revolted en masse and the 
troops ‘being called out to subdue them a 
fearful massacre and wholesale torturing aud 
flogging ensued.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 11.—Mr. Chariton’

RAILWAYS IN THE SOUTH. 


Important Statement Cencerning the Seope 
of the New Deal. 


Romp, Ga., Feb. 11.-—The Tribune prints An 
Authoritative Statement concerning a new 
railroad deal which is likely to materially 
change the raliroad situation in the South. 
Col. John D. Willlamson, President of the 
Chattanooga, Rome & Columbus Rallraad, has 
quietly organized a new syndicate, including 
some of the present owners of the C., R. & O. 
Rallway. This syndicate has obtained con- 
trol of the Rome & Decatur Railroad, whether 


by purchase or bya strong traffic arrange- 
ment is not known. The Rome Railroad, 
from Rome to Kingston, already owned by 
the Williamson party, will be extended to a 
junetion with the Marietta & North Georgia 
road, near Canton. The Rome & Decatur Wil 
soon be completed to Decatur, and by the 
new arrangementathrough line will be per- 
fected from Decatur via Gadsden and Rome 
and Canton to Atianta, where it will have 
ciose traffic arrangements with the seaboard 
alr line to Portsmouth, Va., and on the 
northwest to Knoxville with an  eariy 
extension to the Ohio River. It is thought 
that this syndicate operating from the new 
liae from Deeatur to Canton has some 
stronger hold than a mere traffic agreement 
with the two other systems, and that it 
promises a consolidation of the seaboard air 
line, the Marietta & North Georgia road and 
the Decatur & Canton line. At all events it 
gives to Rome unother great through ime 
covering some thirteen hundred miles of rail. 
The people are jubilant over this important 
combination,which is supposed to have tramoe 
connection with the Louisville & Nashville 
and the Memphis & Charleston and Decatur. 


Reduced Rates. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Feb. 11.—The Missouri 
Pacific Railroad has reduced the rate on grain 
about 10 percent from all Kansas points to 
Chicago. Under the order which will be et- 


fective on the 20th, the new rate must not ex- 
ceed 25 cents per hundred or fall short of 20 
cents. The usual differential to other points 
will rule.

Slow Progress Made in the Preparations to 
Light the @treete Considered by the 
Board of Public Imprevements—Bad 
Faith on the Contractor’s Fart the 
Ground fer Annulment, 


NLESS the City 
Council takes bold 
of the Sutter light- 
ing contracts very 
quick there won't 
be anything to take 
hold ot. gE. V. 
Matilack, the super- 
visor of city light- 
ing., hase made a 
report to the Board 
of Public Improve- 
mente which will 
result in the abro- 
gation of the con- 
tracts unless Mr. Sutter appears before the 
board next Tuesdayand makes avery good 
defense. Toannul the contracts now would, 
of course, mean the ruin of the lighting com- 
pany and 88. Louis would be without electric 
lights for years surely, but some think 
that would bea benefit. Still to declare the 
contracts violated would result in needless 
trouble and litigation. But the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements is inclined to thiak that 
the lighting company isnot dealing fairly 
with the city and is not acting in good faith, 
and the board is determined that unless the 
company can show thatit ig acting in good 
faith it shall be made to surrender its con- 
tract. The following is acopy of the report 
made by Mr. Matiack this morning: 
INSPROTOR MATLACK’'S REPORT,

DEAR SIR—The following is the state of the 
work done by Chas. Sutter in carrying out his 
contract for city lighting: 

Bollers—The fre- box sections, tubing and 
top sections of ten bollers are in place, and 
tubing ts being expanded in the eleventh 
boiler and masogas have commenced bricking 
in one bolier. a 

Steam connections—The main . for 
steam and exhaust between engine and boller 
house are in position, and work ts being done 
on fittings and connections in both engine 
and boiler houses. he bollers above men- 
tioned, at their rated capacity, whieh is said 
to be 820 b. P., will be sufficient for elty light- 
ing, and could be completed in a short time if 
the work was pushed. 

In regard to the progress on this part of the 
work since December 1, when tae Board of 
Public Improvements called Mr. Sutter’s at- 
tention to the condition of bis work and 
urged Mm to take measures to push it to a 
completion, please notice the accompanying 
diagram, which shows the rate of progress on 
bollers during December and January. Mr, 
Sutter stated that be would have deliyered 
to the boiler house a boiler every other day 
until nine boilers were delivered. Tbe lower 
fire-box sections were delivered as follows: 

December 8 to 7, three at the rate of one in 
two days. 

December 80 16, two at the rate of one in 
three days. 

December 14 to 17. one at the rate of one in 
four days. 

December 18 to January 10, three at the rate 
of one in eight days. 

The ninth lower section being delivered Jan- 
ary 10; the other parte of the bollers were 
delivered at about the same rates. 

Engines—Six engines of 600 horse wer 
each are in position and ready for ste ° 

Shafting—0 the second floor three tines of 
shafting and pulleys are in position, and an- 
other line of shafting is being erected. Belt 
holes are being cut in the flooring between the 
second and third st ries for dynamo belts. 

Dynamos and lamps—No dynamos are in or 
around the building, butI amreliably im- 
formed that Fort Wayne Jenney Biectric Co. 
have shipped nine 50-light dynamos and 600 
lamps, and have ready toship twenty more 
50.light dynamos, which will complete their 
orders. 

I fina three of these dynamos at the Exposi- 
tion building and about 350 lamps. The 
arremes are being used to adjust the lamps. 

hese lamps are being adjusted for h amperes 
and 42 to 48 volts, the controling mechanism 
of the lamp being such thet there is this range 
in voltage, A7-16 inch carbon is being used 
and the lamp will give from 1,200tol can- 
dle power under these conditions. You 
notice that the eurrent does not agree with 
that mentioued in Mr. Sutter’s letter of a few 
days ago, which stated that they proposed to 
use 9.6 amperes and from 45 to 50 volts. 

This ts the apparatus which Mr. Sutter has 
alwavs referred to as that which he expects to 
use for city lighting and being high tension 
apparatus throughout, which I believe will 
not be acceptable to tie Board of Public Im- 
provements, it places Mr. Sutter in the posi- 
tion of not as yet having electric apparatus 
with which te fulfil his contract. 

Line work—The outside line work is prac- 
tically completed, and the line men will be 
laid off to-night.

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THE LOTTERY BILL INDEFINITELY POST- 
PONED IN NORTH DAKOTA- 


Investigation of the Charges of Bribery to 
Begin at Once—An Kzeiting Scene in the 
Lower Branch of the General Assembly 
~An Appeal From Louisiana Lottery 
Sharks, 


BisMAROK, N. D., Feb. II.— The excitement | 


over the lottery bill reachad the climax yes- 

terday. In the Senate Mr. Bell (Dem.) intro - 
duced a bill calling for an Investigation of the 
charges of bribery against the members who 
had voted in favor of its passage. 

No sooner had the resolution been intro- 
dueed than Senator Lamoure, Republican, 
rose and resented the reflection that this 
resolution cast on the Republican party of the 
State. For one, he said, he defied any mau to 
point atone corrupt act of hib, either in the 
State Convention, in the election of United 
States Senators or yoting for the lottery bill. 
He would favor the resolution, and hoped 
that the investigation would be full and com- 
plete. 

Senator Swanston followed in a similar vein 
and scored those wha had been circulating 
the reports, branding them as bypocrites and 
blackmallers. He would support the resolu- 
tion, and boped thatthe men whoihed been 
making the charges would be broaghtto so- 
eount. 
IT MADE THEM Um. 

The Democrat who introduced 
resolution replied by saying 
bis resolution seemed to make the 
Republicans squirm. He voted for 
the lottery bill as did every one of the seven 
Democrats inthe Senate, and they knew that 
insinuations of bribery had been made. He 
did not care what the Republicans thought of 
it, but the Democrats would not remain silent 
under these charges. They demanded an in- 
vestigation. The resolution was passed by a 
unanimous vote, and Mesars. Robinson, Hag- 
gart and Harmon, Repuolicans, and MeCor- 
mack and McBride, Democrats, were ap- 
pointed as the committee. 

Already subpmnas have been issued for a 
number of the most prominent Republicans in 
tne State to appear before the committee. 
They are E. W. Camp of Jamestown, reporter 
ot Supreme Court; B. F. Wells, State Benaton 
Balley Fuller, and T. B. Casey of Minneapolis, 
who it is claimed disbursed the funds for the 
election of hig brother, Lyman R. Casey, to 
‘the United States Senate, Others who have 
been summoned are Lieut.-Gov. Dickey and 
Jesse Frey of Jamestown, George Carpen- 
ter of Williston and N. . Fanning of New 
Rockford. 

THE BILL, POSTPONED INDEFINITELY. 

In the Ho Representative Walsh moved 
to indefinit postpone the lottery Dill.

Crushed Beneath the Walls of a Partially

ICHMOND, Mo., Feb.

Abou, 
midnight last night fire 
broke out in the family 
grocery store of Frank

the opera hagse. The fre had made such 
headway before it was discovered that 
the bullding was soon wrapped in 
flames, but by the heroic efforts of the bucket 
brigade it was prevented from spreading, and 
the people began to congratulate them- 
selves that an extensive conflagration had 
been avoided. Many had left the scene and 
retired to their homes. Others had entered 
the store of M. F. McDonald & Sons, the first 
on the east of the burned buliding, when the 
west wall of the same gave way, falling east- 
ward, knocking down the east wall and aiso 
the west wall of the McDonald buliding, each 
house having a separate wall. Mr. M. F. Mo- 
Donald, the senior partner of the flrm, and Wm. 
R. Jackson, the owner of the building, were 
caught as they attempte escape, after they 
had reached the pave t, by the falling of 
tne store front, and both were instantly 
Killed. It was not known that they had 
escaped from the building, and heroic hands 
worked halfan hourin the debris inside be- 
fore an attempt was made to ciear the pave- 
ment, where they were found. Mr. McDon- 
ald was an old business man here, and is well 
known tothe wholesale trade of St. Louis. 
W. R. Jackson was one of our best known cit- 
igzens and property owners and had conducted 


the hardware and lumber business here for 
many years. The loss on bulldinge and stocks 
will be $10,000, about two-thirds of which is 
covered by insurance,

PISTOL, KNIFE AND FIST. 


THREE AFFRAYS WHICH KEPT THE POLICE 
BUSY LA8sT NIGHT. : 


Wm. Connors Uses His Revolver With Seri- 
ous Results in the Settlement of a Dis- 
pute—Leonidas Trent Preferred a Knife— 
Charles Wilson and Edward Leroy Settle 
Their Differences in a Rough and Tumble 
Fight. 


Ashooting scrape, a cutting affair and a 
serious rough-and-tumble fight occurred be- 
tween sundown last evening and sunrise this 
morning. They all took place in saloons and 
while no one was dangerously injured in any 
of them they were of sufficient importance 
to enliven matters a little for 
the police. Two of the three affairs 
occurred in John T. Brady’s saloon at No. 
1214 Pine street. \In the first, which took 
place at 6:30 p. m., he was shot by a man 
named William Connors, and in the other, 
which occurred at 12:15 a. m., Wm. Brooks, a 
negro, was cut with a butcher-knife by Leon- 
idas Trent, also colored. Thetwo men were 
in the saloon and got into a dispute over 
money matters and Trent brought 
the discussion to a close by drawing 
abuge butcher knife and slashing Brooks 
across the right arm near the elbow. He in- 
flicted a gash about two inches long. It was 
dressed atthe City Dispensary and Brooks 
walked to his home, No. 1218 Pine street, the 
injury not being a dangerous one. Two hours 
later Officers Egan and McDonough of the 
Third District captured Trent and locked him 


up at Seventh and Carr streets. A warrant 
for assault to kill was this morning issued 
against him. 

THE SHOOTING OF BRADY. 

An ejeé@tment for non-payment of rent is 
What led William Connors to shoot John T. 
Brady at 6:30 last evening. Connors is a 
molder, 23 years of age and married, and with 
his wife and child rented a room from Brady 
at No. 1215 Pine street. He became 
delinguent in his rent and Brady ejected 
him and his family from the room. He kept 
some of Connor’s clothes for the money due 
for rent. Connors went to Brady and de- 
manded the return of the clothing. He was 
referred to Mrs. Brady. The young molder 
then left, but sometime afterward returned 

Brady’s saloon, 1216 Pine street. 
was not in at the time, 
Connors asked Robert Hunney- 
the barkeeper, to send for him, 
as he had some very important business to 
transact with him. The barkeeper went out 
and returned with his employer in a few min- 
utes. Just as Brady entered the saloon Con- 
nors drew a revolver and shot him. The 
bullet entered Brady’s cheek, struck the 
cheekbone and ‘lodged in the jawbone. Im- 
mediately after doing the shooting Conners 
ran away, but be was arrested an hour later on 
Broadway, between Frankiin avenue and Wash 
street, by Officer Rice of the Third District. 
After taking his prisoner to the Third District 
Station, at Seventh and Carr streets, Officer 
Rice took Connors to Brady’s residence to 
have him identified. The injured man pos- 
tively laentified the prisoner as his assail- 
ant and Connors was taken to 
the Four Courts, where he was locked up. 
Brady’s injury is not considered dangerous. 
A warrant for assault to kill was this morning 
issued against Connors. The latter refuses to 
make any statement of the trouble. Brady’s 
injury was ssed by Dr. Jacobson atthe 
Oity Dispensary. 
A ROUGH -AND-TUMBLE FIGHT.

AN EXPLOSION OR EARTHQUAKE? 


A Mysterious Noise and Trembling of the 
Earth That Alarmed South St. Louis. 

The Fire Alarm Telegraph people were kept 

busy last night about 7:05 o’clock answering 


inquiries as to whether a terrible explosion | 
bad taken place. The inquirers had heard a 
loud nolse as though a powder magazine, or 
comet of that sort, had pl : 
and tney had felt the earth tremble as if from 
an earthquake. There was no damage, there 
were no alarms of fire,so far as they couid 
hear, and they were dumfounded. 
The alarm people, however, 
unable to ve any information, 
They bad heard the sound, and it had been 
heard as far south as they could reach by tele- 
phone. They had messages from Carondelet, 
from East Carondelet, from East 88. 
Louis and from Jefferson Barracks. The peo- 
ple at Lemps’ Brewery telephoned fn, report- 
ng a regular scare there, and the House ot 
Refuge managers also sent in word that there 
had been great alarm among the inmates. The 
Fire Department stations throughout the 
southern part of the city were also called up 
for information, but they could not give any. 

This morning the commotion was said to 
have been due to an explosion at Fallin 
Springs, the workmen in a qua having u 1 
an exceptionally heavy charge of dynamite in 
making a blast. This, bowever, did not piove 
to be the case, as on inquiry, the 
Falling Springs people said there had not 
been any explosion there, and they could not 
tell where the noise came from. 
Inguiry along the Conologue and at 
Centerville and Falling Springs 
failed to give any explanation as 
to where the noise came from. At East 
Carondelet the sound seemed to come from 
the Southeast, so it is possible it was from a 
dynamite explosion at some place in the inte- 
rlor in the country. The theory was also 
advanced this afternoon that the shock was 
really from an earthquake, though the Signal 
Service observers have no record of it and no 
faith in the theory.

THE GOVERNOR’S MACHINE. 

Our Governor’s long agony over the ap- 
pointment of two Police Commissioners 
for Kaneas City has reached an unhappy 
conclusion. THOMAS CORRIGAN, better 
known as Boss CORRIGAN, refuses to ac- 
cept half of the loaf he bargained for 
when he fixed the Jackson County delega- 
tion for FPRancis. His brother BaRNEY 
therefore refuses to serve with Judge Gm- 
BON’s man, ROZELLE, on the Police 
Board. 

Judge GrBson has Congressional aspira- 
tions, and Congressman TaRsSNEY is a near 
kinsman of the CORRIGANS. Moreover, 
there is a big water-works fight coming 
on, in which the CORRIGANs, as large prop- 
erty holders, will antagonize the Mastin 
interest known as The National Water- 
works Co. of New York,’’ and they seem 
to demand that the Governor shall either 
be for them oragainst them in that fight 
and shall either fulfill his contract to 
the letter or repudiate it altogether. It is 
understood that the contract was closed 
through one of the street railroad poten- 
tates of St. Louis, and that repudiation 
would produce a serious derangement of 
the Governor’s political machinery on 
both sides of the State. 

It will be interesting to note which side 
shall back down in this case. Ex-Mayor 
GIBSON, who has since been appointed to 
a vacant judgeship, was made a member 
of that Jackson County delegation to keep 
it from trading Francis off in convention, 
but it was only at the personal request of 
FRANCIS that Boss CORRIGAN let GIBSON 
be a delegate. The Boss is therefore nat- 
urally unwilling to divide the pay for 
that delegation with one who has already 
been rewarded with a judgeship, and who 
represents a distinctly opposite interest in 
local polities. :

TURNING BACK THE CLOCK. 

One of those strange freaks of human 
nature by which bigotry and passion turn 
back the clock of civilization and reverse 
the conditions of society is exemplified in 
the town of Lathrop, Mo. 

For the time being the intelligent, in- 
dustrious, Christian people of that town 
are the lawless elements. The ladies of 
Lathrop, whose best interest it 
1s to preserve order, suppress the 
slightest tendency to riot and crime 
and maintain the laws and the 
officials who are sworn to enforce 
them in the discharge of their duties, are 
members of a lawless mob formed for the 
violation of law and the destruction of 
property, and are in open defiance of or- 
ganized society and recognized authority. 
They are sustained in their attitude by a 
large element of conservative, intelligent 
business men. Even the pastors of the 
churches, whose duty is to preach obedi- 
enee to authority and respect of law, sus- 
tain and indorse the action of the women 
in breaking into saloons§§nd emptying the 
liquor found therein into the gutters. They 
are now counseling lawlessness, and are 


threatening the law officers with personal | 
* post-office authorities will not repurchase or 


violence should they attempt to enforce 
the law against the offending women. 
Such pernicious doctrine as that mob law 
is sometimes justified is openly preached 
by presumably sensible men. a 

It is alleged in justification of the 
wrecking of the saloons that the saloon- 
keepers were violating the law with the 
connivance of the authorities. But does 
one wrong justify another? Does the 
lawlessness of the saloon-keepers justify 
a resort to mob law on the part of other 
oitizens? The citizens of Lathrop have 
the ballot and the machinery of orderly 
government through which to right 
wrongs and secure the enforcement of the 
laws. By resorting to violence they are 
inviting violence again and are trampling 
under foot laws far more important for 
the preservation of peace, justice and the 
rights of all, than those the violation of 
which they are avenging. They are 
planting the seeds of anarchy and cannot 
complain should they reap a rich harvest 
of crime.

Ir is very probable that the Democratic 
majority in the Ohio Legislature will 
utilize the opportunity to gerrymander 
the Congressional and legislative dis- 
tricts of that State. But nothing can be 
more ridiculous than the virtuous indig- 
nation witb which the Republicans 
pretend to oppose this contemplated 
wickedness.

Think It Is an Election Trick. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—The opinion held 
among the Germans here regarding the prop- 
osition of the Emperor of Germany for an 
international labor conference ie that it. is 
an election dodge to secure votes and obtain 
a majority in the Reichstag. Louis Wermer, 
editor of the Tageblatt, the organ of the Ger- 
man workmen, said last night: It is an 
election trick. The Socialists in Germany are 
very strong. Atthe last election they polled 
750,000 votes, and very likely this time they 
will poll over one million. The election takes 
place on February 20. Of late the 
working people have joined them 
in great numbers. The coal and 
iron workers in Western Germany, about 
three hundred thousand, have recently joined 
the labor movement and it ig feared by the 
Government that they will aiso join the 
political movement, so Emperor William 
thinks something must be done, to take the 
wing out of the sails of the Socialist party. I 
believe Bismark did not like to travel the 
same road with him. Bismarck has been 
away at his estate for months, until lately. 
He bas lost his power with the Emperor, who 
is more under the influence of his former 
tutor, Herr Hinzpeter, a man of more 
modern ideas than Bismarck. It is well 
known that Bismarck desires a government of 
the blood and fron. He would rulethe people 
by military force in the old monarchical style. 
I believe a miider schoo! of statesmanship has 
come tothe front. These want to make peace 
with the people so as to save the monarchy in 
case a war should prove disastrous. It would 
be dangerous to let the Socialist party grow as 
it is doing now, for in case of a reverse in 
military operations a revolution would be 
precipitated, The Socialists will take the 
Emperor at his word. They will point out to 
the people that their demands were just and 
practicable, because now the Emperor favors 
many oftheir schemes. They advocate inter- 
national labor laws,and now the Emperor 
calls an international conference. They 
wanted short hours legalized for labor 
and just recompense, and he agrees, The 
Socialists will claim that, as th were the 
originators of all these schemes

ALMOST STARVING, 


Destitute Condition of the Indians at 
Devil’s Lake Agency. 

Curcaco, Feb. 11.—A dispatch from Fort 
Totten, N. D., says: Between 800 and 1,000 
Indians credited tothe Devil’s Lake Agency 
are wholly destitute of clothing and in the last 
stages of starvation. Uniess furnished with 
food, clothing and medicine atonce these 
Indians will die like dogs. Disease has brought 
fully one-half of them to the verge of the 


grave, and the recent inclement weather 
enhanced their sufferings. Indian Agent 
Cramseie has issued the following appeal for 


ald: 
desire to appeal to the American people 
for relief for the Indians of Devil’s Lake, who 
are in a starvin destitute 
of clothing. The circumetances have been 
fully reported to the Interior Department with 
roper estimates for articles of food and cloth- 
nog from time to time since August 5, 1889, and 
I have been furnished $500, which was ex- 
nded in food and long since issued. Iam 
nformed that no further relief can be rendered 
by the Government until Congress makes sn 
appropriation, but from appearances, the 
Indians will be in their graves before relief by 
an appropriation can used. The Indians 
have supported themselves for years by their 
own industries without Government aid, and 
their present destitution is through no fault 
of theirown, but ie due only to the total fail- 
ure of their crops, the same as in the case of 
white settiers in the neighborhood, and while 
the latter are recciving aid from the different 
counties the wards of the general government 
are starving. With other misfortunes la grippe 
has added to their sufferings. Their only 
means of subsistence is from the sale of wood, 
which bas been carried to market from four- 
teen to thirty miles; thé price obtained for it 
ig so small that very little food can be pur- 
chased with the proceeds; besides, the In- 
dians are so very thinly ciad that there are 
not many who can make the journey. Any 
contributions of subsistence or clothing will 
be thankfully received by the undersigned 
and properly distributed.

These new settlements were, like the earliest 

settlements of most new countries, composed 

largely of people whose resources would have 
been largely taxed to succeed and keep them- 
selves above want with tavorable seasons. 

A TRAIN OF DISASTERS. 

But just as they were becoming started in 
their new homes an unprecedented train of 
disasters overtook them, and swept away the 
results of their labors. Those that put ina 
crop in 1887 weré rewarded by an ample bar- 
vest, and, thus encouraged, every acre they 
could turn over was made ready for the 
crop in 1888 This season, though 
backward, promised fair yleld, but 
a severe frost early in August—some- 
thing heretofore unknown—utterly destroyed 
their crops, leaving many of them without 
any means ofsupport and without seed. The 
frost also did much damage in some of the 
older and better settled portions of the State, 


ha \ 


-but here the people were well enough estab- 


lishea totide themselves over comfortably. 
But the settlers in these new counties, with a 
courage that deserved a better reward, hired 
themselves out and earned what they 
could to carry themselves through the winter 
and procure seed for the following spring— 


quite a number receiving aid from neighbors 
or from their counties. A good area of grain 
was sown in 1889, and everything staked on 
the crop and lost. 

A SECOND FAILURE. 

In 1889 the ra.ns refused to moisten the soll 
of these North Dakota counties and a second 
entire failure in succession left many people 
entirely destitute. The area needing aid is 
80 by 100 miles. The impression has got 
abroad, very naturally when the recent ap- 
Heals for aid are considered, that North Da- 
kota is practically bankrupt. Nothing can be 
farther from the truth. The assessed vailua- 
tion oi the State (about one-third of 
the true valuation) was last year 
$66,875, 436.30, not including the 320, 
000.000 in railroads not assessed. It should 
also be noted that onlv alittle over ten mill 
lon acres of the 47,500,000 in the State are 
assessed, and then at the low average of $4 an 
acre. Millions ot acres are not assessed, 
though often highly cultivated and contain- 
ing good buildings, because the occupants 
have not proved up bomestead, ete., lands 
not being taxable until patents are issued and 
settiers being allowed seven years’ occupancy 
of the land before proving up.. From this it 
will be seen that the State 
has an enormous reserve fund and 
there is something show for every 
dollar of indebtedness. North Dokota is in 
good shape financially, but ber resources are 
not available for the present emergency, and 
the generosity of the people of sister States 
willbe highly appreciated. In the counties 
named there are not less than 5,000 people de- 
pendent saya J or in part on outside help for 
this winterand until they can raise another 
crop, and astill larger number are nee'ing 
some assistance in the way of feed for stock.

GREAT INTEREST FELT IN THE WORLD’S 
FAIR BILLS TO BE REPORTED TO-DAY.- 


The Special Committee Appointed by Con- 
gress Will Present Two Bills—The Char- 
acter of Each—St. Leuis Gains and 
Losses—The Significance of the Can- 
didacy of Washington. 


HE attention of all 
those interested in 
the World’s Fair is 
concentrated on the 
House Committee at 
Washington to-day, 
as it is likely that the 
question of site will 
be referred Dy it to 
Congress. The com- 
mittee some time ago 
determined to report 
on the site before the 
question of date was taken up, allowing this 
to be settled later. When this decision was 
arrived at it was considered to be rather dis- 
advantageous to St. Louis, as this city was the 
only one that expressed itself as being ready 
to open the Fair in 1892. 
THE COMMITTEE REPORT. 

There is astrong feeling in Congress that 
the four hundredth anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus would be the 
most appropriate season for opening the 
fair, and the fact that St. Louis alone could 
present a site upon which work could be oom- 
menced at once was counted upon as certain 
to be worth many votes to it. As thebill will be 
reported, the time will not be mentioned, and 
should a discussion be arrived at, the wishes 
of the city selected will probably be allowed 
to rule as to the date. While St. Louis has an 
advantage that it would have nad in 
case the site and date had been coupled, in 
another respect the managers of its campaign 
have gained a point which is deemed of much 
greater value. Inone thing, and in one thing 
only, the representatives of New York and 
Chicago were in unison, and that was in seek- 
ing arecommendation that after each ballot 
the city having tbe smallest vote should be 
dropped, until the contestants were reduced 
totwo. This plan would at once have sent 
Washington out of the race, and have placed 
St. Louis at a most decided disadvantage. 

AT NO TIME 
did the most sanguine advocates of this city 
believe that it would have a majority in the 
early part of the contest, and it was generally 
conceded that both New York and Chicago 
would have more original supporters. Under 
these circumstances the rule suggested and 
strongly advocated that the candidates re- 
ceiving the smallest vote should be dropped 
would have been fatal to the aspirations of 
“+ Louls, and upon this point the most im- 
portant although by no means the most 
vociferous struggle took place. The friends 
of St. Louis were well aware of the fact 
that the strengtn of St. Louis layin tne fact 
that it bad aroused no enmities, was the seo- 
ond choice of from half to two-thirds of the 
members of the lower House, and that the 
supporters of any city would be more willing 
to see St. uis succeed than any other 
candidate. Todeciare that the voting on the 
third ballot should be confined to the two 
leaders was to effeptually spike the best gun 
of this city. 
FOR A TIME 

it looked as if the committee would make a 
report of this character, and that the sup- 
porters of New York and Chicago in the House 
would vote for it. But it was defeated by the 
change of front ofthe New Yorkers, who be- 
came convinced that if St. Louis were thrown 
out, the greater part of its vote 
would be given to Chicago as a 
Western city, and insure its selection. 
As matters now stand the committee report 
provides for voting until some city receives a 
majority. Two bille will be presented, one 
recommending the selection of either St. 
Louis, New York or Chicago, and 
the second adding Washington to the list. 
The difference between theseis greater than 
is at frst apparent. The addition“ of Wash- 
ington does not simply mean that there are to 
be four instead of three cities in the race, but 
represents the idea of a national exposition 
Instead of a local one. Should the 
bill naming Washington as one of the contest- 
ants be approved, it will mean that the United 


States will take the Fair under its patronage 


and will not become a mere exhibitor. The 
8 of the bill including Washington will 

e equivalent to saying that a Government 
appropriation will be made and a Government 
Committee of Management appointed. The 
bills will probably be reported to-day, but it 
is unlikely that they will be voted upon for 
some time.

THE INHERITANCE TAX. 


An Attempt te Collect, $55,000 From the 
Vanderbilt Executors.

NEW YORK, Feb..11.—The attempt now be- 
ing made by Comptroller Myers, acting as- 
sistant agent ot the State Comptroller, to col- 
lect $55,000 from the executors of the late Wm.

The law describes the following classes of be- 
quests as not taxabie: Kequests to father, 
mother, husband, wife, child, brother, sister, 
wife or widow of son, buspand of a daughter, 
an adopted child or adopted children, or any 
person to whom the descendants in mutual 
acknowledgement of parent. Corporations 
are exempt which are of an entirely pub- 
lic and charitabie nature, such as alms- house 
corporations. Mr. Vanderbilt left taxabie 
bequests to individuals of lump sums some- 
thing like $1,500,000, and the taxes upon these 
have been paid. The effort now is to collect

The Yale Crew in Practice—A New Invention 
by Which Oarsmen Can See Their Defects 
—The Races at Clifton—Seery Joins the 
Brooklyns—Natioual Trotting Associa- 
tion Meeting—Sporting Notes.

New Tonk. Feb. H. —Tale will row the Ata- 
lantas. Both Capt. Allen and Capt. Van Ra- 
den say so, Capt. Allen commands the Yale 
University elight-oared crew and Capt. Van 
Raden rules the navy of the Atalanta Boat 
Ulub. The race will take place in May on Lake 
Saltonstall, near New Haven. 

Capt. Allen is the first Yale captain who has 
been willing to meet the Passaic River crew 
for nearly twenty years. Therefore a senti- 
ment has grown up in rowing circles that Yale 
is afraid to measure blades with the Atalan- 
tas. Capt. Allen’s courteous invitation to pay 
all the expenses ofthe Atalanta, if the latter 
willrow them on Lake Saltonstall, has dis- 
pelied this sentiment. Lake Saltonstall is a 
body of fresh water about two miles in length. 
It was chosen because the Yale class race 
occurs there in May. 

Robert J. Cook coached the Yale crew for an 
hour yesterday morning before he started for 
Philadelphia, and when the work was ended 
he expressed his views as follows: There is 
good material in the new candidates, but it is 
stillin the rough and needs polishing. The 
candidates are heavy men, ,Of course that 
means a strong crew in the long run, dut it 
takes a long time to get heavy men into such 
shape that they will pull well together. If 


they were all veterans it would be different. 
Capt. Allen’s mirror arrangement, by which 
the men can see themselves, is an excellent 
device for showing the men their faults. 
These new Yale men are very ingenious in 
making improvements in athletics. The mir- 
ror, like the tank and other good schemes, 
will go to ald rival colleges as well.
